nineteen 
states are Nevada, Texas. .Missouri, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Indiana, Ken­ 
tucky, Tennessee, Alabama 
Florida, 
Georgia. South Carolina, North Car­ 
olina, Virginia, .Maryland, 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, Rhode Island and Maine. 


Kentucky already has felt the en­ 
tering wedge and before the presiden­ 
tial election in 1916 it is very likely 
that half a dozen or more states will 
have adopted woman suffrage, in ad­ 
dition to the six now on the roll. In 
•.he election two weeks from today th* 
voters of Oregon, Kansas, Michigan. 
Wisconsin and Arizona will vote on 
the adoption of constitutional amend­ 
ments granting the full rights of suf­ 
frage to women. The equal suffrage 
leaders are confident that out of these 
five states some are bound to slip 
through in spite of all the opponents 
can do, and a good many thousand 
voters of the ‘weaker” sex will he 
added to the present million and a 
quarter after November r>. 


So far the ‘'qual suffrage cause has 
scored its greatest victories in the 
far west. No state in 
the 
East 
or 
Soutli has yet granted to women the 
full suffrage rights. 
In Ohio, where 
a vote on the matter was taken this 
summer, the cause -was defeated. It 
is believed, and not without reason, 
tha* the result in the buckeye state 
will influence the vote soon to be* tak­ 
en in Michigan and Wisconsin. In Wig 
consin the suffragists are fighting 
hard and have strong hopes of suc­ 
cess. It is generally conceded, how­ 
ever, that Kansas is more likely to 
adopt the amendment than is any of 
the other states in which the matter 
is to be voted on next month. 
Thp woman suffrage movement has 
made less of an impression on the 
old South, so far as 
practical 
re­ 
sults are concerned, than on any oth­ 
er section of the country. But even 
here the agitation is beginning to be 
fit, and it is not improbable that the 
suffragists will 
include 
Louisiana. 
Georgia and one or two others in the 
list of ‘‘campaign states" within an­ 
other year or two. *

Mr. Sheldon testified that 
78Va per cent of Mr. Roosevelt’s total 
campaign fund was contributed by cor­ 
porations. 
Naturally these people gave their 
!money freely to the Roosevelt cam­ 
paign fund. 
Testifying that he had contributed 
$160,000 to the Roosevelt 
campaign 
fund In 1904 because he was “especial- j 
ly interested,’’ Mr. J. P. Morgan added, 
The only interest we had was In the 
welfare of the public.” 
Mr. Morgan emphasized his devotion 
to Mr. Roosevelt’s political fortunes by 
tho further statement that J. p. Mon-' 
t an & < o. s usual contribution to Re­ 
publican campaign funds was 
only 
$100,000; that he never heard of any 
donation by his firm to the Democrats; 
that when Mr.'raft was a candidate In 
1008 the sum subscribed was $30,000 
a-nd that this year neither he nor his 
banking house had subscribed a dol­ 
lar.

were 


elected by a majority of thirty-seven 
vote or less. In 1796 John Adams de-

Thomas 
Jefferson 
by 
two 


votes. In 1800 Thomas Jefferson 
and 


Aaron Burr each received 173 votes. 
The choice then devolved

that half a do/en or more states will 
have adopted woman suffrage, in ad- 
dition to the six now on the roll. In 
•.ho election t-wo weeks from today the 
voters of Oregon. Kansas, Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Arizona will vote on 
the adoption of constitutional amend- 
ments granting the full rights of suf- 
frage to women. The equal suffrage 
leaders are confident that out of these 
five states some are bound to slip 
through in spite of all the opponents 
can do, and a good many thousand 
voters of the "-weaker" sex will be 
added to -the present million and a 
quarter after November r>. 


So far the equal suffrage cause has 


scored its greatest victories in the 
far west. No state in 
the 
Kast 
or 


South has yet granted to women the 
full suffrage rights. 
In Ohio, where 


a vole on the matter was taken this 
summer, the cause was defeated. It 
is believed, and not without reason, 
that the result in the buckeye state 
will influence the vote soon to be tak- 
en in Michigan and Wisconsin. In Wis 
consin 
the suffraigiists 
are 
fighting 


hard and have strong hopes of suc- 
cess. It is generally conceded, how- 
ever, that Kansas is more likely to 
adopt the amendment than is any of 
the other states in which the matter 
is to be voted on next month. 


The woman suffrage movement has 


made less of an impression on the 
old South, so far as 
practical 
re- 


sults are concerned, than on any oth- 
er section of the country. But even 
here the agitation is beginning to be 
fit, and it is not improbable that the 
suffragists

Louisiana.

For a hundred years of our history 


the manufacturers, believing that they 
received a benefit from the protective 
tariffs, have ingeniously devised plaus- 
ible pretexts for Imposing Increased 
prices upon the necessaries of life. At 
first they said that Industry in our 
country was in its Infancy and needed 
protection. When those industries had 
become strong and needed no aid the 
manufacturers Invented 
the theory 


that the foreigner paid the duty. This 
theory was exploded, and they declar- 
ed that cheap clothing meant cheap 
men and was not a blessing. 


Driven from every one of these Inde- 


fensible positions, their final and only 
argument left today IB that the tariff 
is imposed upon foreign imports to en- 
able the manufacturer to increase his 
profits and pay higher wages. 


The Democratic platform declares 


that: 


"In the most highly protected Indus- 


tries, such as cotton and wool, steel 
and Iron, the wages of the laborers are 
the lowest paid In any of our Indus- 
tries." 


Proof of this statement Is found la 


reports of many recent official investi- 
gations of wages In the United States. 


Wages In Cotton Industry. 


Under the existing Paytie-AIdrlch 


tariff law actual imports of cotton 
cloth paid in 1910 average duMes of 
60.4 per cent. 


In 3905, when work and wage condi- 


tions In the cotton industry were ex- 
ceptionally good, the wages of 202,211 
cotton mill operatives in the United 
States—men, women and children—av- 
eraged only $6.47 a week. The average 
wage for men was but >7.71 a week, 
for women $6.30 and for children, $3.21. 


As to the profits, seventeen leading 


cotton mills, With total capitalization 
of $25,110,000 and total surplus of $21,- 
863.501, paid in nine years dividends 
averaging 22 per cent. 


The cotton manufacturers turned out 


in ]905 $442,451,218 worth of goods and 
paid in wages therefore $94,337,696, or 
21 per cent, of the value of the finished 
product.

Duration of Twilight. 


The duration of twilight, which de- 


pends primarily on the height of the 
atmosphere, varies with the latitude 
of the place, the season of the year 
and the elevation of the observer. In 
the higher latitudes It lasts longer, 
because the sun Is Inclined at a more 
acute angle In setting. Near the equa- 
tor at sea fevel it does not last more 
than half tin hour, while in latitude 
40 degrees'it continues for from an 
hour and a half to two hours. At 
high altitudes, where the amount of 
air above the observer Is small, the 
period is much reduced. The length 
of time may be computed from 
the 


fact that twilight continues until the 
sun Is 18 degrees below the horizon 
at sea level. It follows that at about 
50 degrees north latitude in midsum- 
mer there is twilight all night. 


Severe Shock Not Fatal. 


Two Mount Vernon, N. Y., men aft- 


er being knocked down by 11,000 volts 
of electricity the other day got up and 
walked away. One of them was slight- 
ly hurt, and the other is apparently 
uninjured. The men were walking on 
top of a freight car in the freight yard 
of the New Haven railroad at Mount 
Vernon, when one of them accidentally 
touched one of the feed wires that 
transmit power to the electric trains. 
Th# shock knocked tfim down. In fall-

| he struck his brother, whose shoul- 


der hit the same wire. There was an- 
other flash and one of the men's shirts 
caught fire as be 
fell.., 
Both men 


climbed down from the car and walked 
ft the entrance of the freight yard, 
where they waited for an ambulance 
to take them to the hospital.

arc the highest of any in the tariff 
schedules. According to Senator Reed 
Sinoot, owner of a woolen mill at 
Prevost, Utah, and chairman of the 
finance committee in charge of tariff 
legislation in the senate, wearing ap- 
parel -valued at 30 cents a pound now 
pays' 206 2-3 per cent. duty. 


This and other correspondingly high 


duties on the manufactures of wool 
are made to enable the manufacturer 
to pay his labor an' increased wage 
over those of foreign countries. But 
the duty on woolen goods is nearly five 
times the entire labor cost, while the 
American manufacturers in 1906 paid 
in wages only 18 per cent, of the total 
value of their production. 


At Lawrence in this most highly'pro-> 


teeted Industry the laborers 
were 


obliged to itrike even for a living 
wage. Thousands of adult males were 
receiving only from $6 to $9 a week 
and many only $5 to »6 a week. As a 
result of the strike the American 
Woolen company gave its employees 
Blight increases in wages. 


The wool tariff bill vetoed by Presi- 


dent Taft reduced the duties on raw 
wool from 42.20 to 29 per cent, and on 
manufactures of wool from 87.66 to 
48.36 per cent. Mr. Taft said he ve- 
toed it because the proposed rates did 
not comply with the findings of the 
tariff board. Senator La Follette con- 
tradicted the president, saying that 
the proposed rates varied from 1 ,per 
cent, lower to 11.6 higher than the 
tariff board's findings justified. 


Low Wages In Steel. 


Manufacturers of Iron and steel IB 


1905 
paid in wages only 15 per cent, 


of the total value of their production, 
while the duty then would average 
about 45 to 47 per cent., and on all 
metals It now averages 34.61 per cent. 


American 
wages are 
really the 


cheapest wages In the world when you 
take Into account the amount of pro- 
duction per man. 
| 
An illustration of this appears In 


! the Stanley report, investigating the 
steel trust, as follows: 


j 
"The labor cost of producing pig 


iron in Pennsylvania fell from fl.JS a 
ton in 1902 to 82 cents a ton in 1909, 
yet the realized value of the pig Iron 
output was $15.64 in 1902, whereas It 
was $17.44 in 1909. In other words, 
wageworkers in 1902 got $1.25 for pro-, 
ducing only $15.64 worth of pig iron 
and in 1909 only 82 cents for produc- 
ing $17.44 worth. 


While thus treating labor the Indus- 


trial combinations that hare grown up 
under the protection of the tariff have 
fixed the prices of commodities at the 
highest point the home market would 
stand. For twelve yean they have 
been unjustly transferring through the 
protection tariff billions of dollars from 
the earnings of labor Into their own 
pockets.

opportunity to show It* loyalty to the 
•woman suffrage plank in It* platform 
when the vote waa taken In Ohio on a 
new constitution. 
Forty-two amend-i 


ment* were on the ballot, and all were 
adopted Accept the one for woman 
suffrage I 


Ohio Is one of the "banner" Progres- 


sive states, and Mr. Rooaevelt expect* 
to secure It* electoral vote. In order 
to do this a plurality of the elector* 
must be Progressives, and they could 
therefore have eaally carried the suf- 
frage amendment If all the other* had 
voted against It, a* the vote on the 
constitution wa* very light, only 
few hundred thousand out of more 
than a million who were eligible. Did 
he Issue any order* to this effect T Did 
he say to hi* follower*: "Now, here 1* 
our flnt chanoe to show the women 
that we mean business. Of course, if 
we win In November we will give the 
franchise to all In the United State*, 
but Just now we can make good by 
giving It to those in Ohio, no let every 
Progressive vote for the woman suf- 
frage amendment?" Did he do thlsT 
On the contrary, he completely Ig- 
nored the matter, although he passed 
through Ohio the very day of the elec- 
tion. 


A few day* before, at St Johnsbnry, 


Vt, Mr. Roosevelt had devoted a large 
part of his speech to ihowlng how 
strongly he believed In the ballot for 
women and how anxious he wa* for 
them to get It. The question waa not 
an Issue there or likely to be, but It 
waa a vital Issue in Ohio, to be settled! 
in four days, and yet not by spoken or 
written word did he show to the peo-l 
pie of Ohio that he knew of It* ex-i 
latence. 


Two day* after the Progressive par- 


ty In Ohio permitted the defeat of thia 
amendment it* state convention met 
If any women were elected delegate* 
the press dispatches failed to mention 
It, and In the platform a woman suf- 
frage plank wa* oonsplcuou* by It* ab- 
sence. "The Progressive party pledge* 
Itself to the task of »ecuring equal suf- 
frage to men and women alike," *ay* 
Its national platform, and Ohio ha* 
Just given the first example of the 
way It apparently mean* to keep that 
pledge. 


In Mr. Roosevelt's second term the 


suffragists determined to make every 
possible effort to secure an Indorse- 
ment from him. 
As Mis* Susan B. 


Anthony** moat eloquent letter* to 
him received no answer, she went in 
person to see him In November, 1905, 
just four month* before her death. 
With all her power* of persuasion she 
pleaded with him to recommend In hi* 
forthcoming message aome recognition 
of woman's claim to a voice In the 
government. Laying her hand on hi* 
arm, 
she looked up lato his face and 


•aid, "I beg of yon to be the emanci- 
pator of woman a* Lincoln waa the 
emancipator of the slave." He wa* not; 
resembling Lincoln so much in thoset 
day* a* he 1* at present, and he re- 
mained totally unmoved by bar ap- 
peal*. 


ftoant Oourteay at Whit* House. 
Shortly before he toft the White 


House several officer* of the National 
Suffrage 
association, realising hi* 


great influence on 'public opinion.' 
made one last effort' to 
have 
bfcm 


•peak a favorable word. He came Into 
the outside lobby of the executive of- 
fice, required them to *tate their busi- 
ness before the crowd waiting to see 
him and would hardly give them a 
chance to speak, but kept Baying, "Go 
and get another state." He shrugged 
his shoulder* and turned on his heel, 


* and then they said, "If we will get up 
a petition of a million names will that 


I Influence your* "No," he replied, "not 
one particle." 
| 
That waa In 1909. The next year a 


letter from him was read at an anti- 
suffrage meeting In the Berkeley thea- 
ter. New York, In which he said: I1 


1 am very tepid on woman suffrage.* 
j 
The cause of woman'* enfranchise- 


ment ha* no more Implacable enemy 
than the Outlook, and Mr. Roosevelt 
1* on the editorial staff. 
La*t Feb- 


ruary he had in that magazine a ten- 
column 
article "entitled "Woman'a 


Right*," but the only right considered 
was that of the suffrage. The article 
was such an excellent exposition of 
the attitude of women who do not 
wish to vote that th« Antl-vuffrage as- 
sociation ordered cople* for distrlbu-, 
tlon. 
In this article he said again, 


"In our western states where the su*-' 
frage has been granted to women I am 
unable to see that any great differ- 
ence ha* been caused a* compared 
•with neighboring state*." 


And yet Just four month* after this 


publication, when Mr. Roosevelt had 
definitely decided to make the contest 
for the presidential nomination, all hi* 
scruples about forcing suffrage on a 
hostile and indifferent majority van- 
ished In thin air because a million and 
a half already had votea and the colo- 
nel wanted them, and he knew they, 
wouldn't stand for any r.T-»TTTua abovtj
